Kennedy’s inauguration in a carefully cal­ 
culated attempt to improve relations 
He had 
sent Kenney a long, glowing inaugural tele­ 
gram of congratulations for which he received 
only brief, formal thanks. 
He had offered to 
send an envoy of cabinet rank to Kennedy’s 
inauguration, which was turned down 
And 
when Ambassador .‘«tevenson in New York 
said he was sure Kennedy would see Khrush­ 
chev if Mr K i amc to New York to attend 
the I N. his goi a blunt formal denial from 
the White House 


This had brought hronx cheers from the 
R ed Chinese, the .Stalinists and those inside 
the R od army who had been tolling Khrush­ 
chev that hi« policy of getting along with the 
AVcst was ail hogwash 
Naturally it made 
Khrushchev much more difficult to deal with 
in Vienna 


All this is why the group of advisers who 
toid Kennedy that Khrushchev had nothing to

U S Bud get-Too Big:, Too Complicated

budget is like a black balloon. It 
keeps going up hut you can’t see 
through it. 


Since it's what the government 
spends, for everything from im« 
silcs in pencils, it affects all our 
lives 


But no ordinary citizen c an tin 
dcistand it. It's too lug. loo dc 
tailed, too complicated 


Yet, a brawl over it is building 
up between the politicians ot both 
parties. It will get worse in the 
weeks ahead 
Over this weekend the Kennedy 
administration will make a fore­ 
cast 
That this year's spending will 
be near $89 billion, a peacetime 
record; that government income, 
or revenue, will he only about $82 
billion, 
and 
that 
therefore 
the 
budget deficit will be around $7 
billion. 
Two good 
reasons make the 
budget opaque: 
1. What goo« into it—meaning 
what the President and his aides, 
and later Congress, think it is 
necessary to spend—is after all a 
matter of judgment. 
That alone means disagreement. 
2. The budget figures—the list 
of expenses the President thinks 
necessary and submits to Con­ 
gress every year for approval— 
fill a volume as big as a metro­ 
politan telephone directory. 
No unitiated man could under­ 
stand it all. In fact, just five days 
ago 
a 
congressional 
committee 
complained the whole budget pro­ 
cedure is 40 years out of date 
and should be modernized 
When President Eisenhower ran 
deficits 
tiie 
Democrats 
quickly 
gave him what-for 
And he had 
some beauts, too 
One year it was $12.5 billion. 
For the fiscal year ending last 
.June 30. President Kennedy an­ 
nounced in July Eisenhower's def­ 
icit wa« $5 0 billion. 
Now that Kennedy is running a 


deficit, the R epublicans are rt- 
turning the compliment 
Eisen­ 
hower already has started hang­ 
ing away. 
He not only recently criticized 
Kennedy's spending but 
added 
“ The state of confusion 
I now 
sense in Washington i« like a tor 
nado—on a spring day.” 
Democrats—but not Kennedy 
promptly reminded him of that 
<12 5 billion deficit of his own R ut 
after Kennedy goes into some de 
tail in this weekend rejiort there 
will 
be 
enough 
ammunition 
to 
keep the politicians shooting for 
months 
Meanwhile Kennedy has some 
ready explanations lor his deficit: 
Getting the economy out of a tail* 


spin, building up necessary de­ 
fenses 
As if to take some of the edge 
off the R epublican criticism be 
can expect after this weekend. 
Kennedy 
has 
done 
things 
like 
these 
He urged his Cabinet and agen­ 
cy beads to hr frugal in «pending 
and hold down the number nf 
government workers “ to the min­ 
imum consistent with getting the 
job done."

WASHINGTON—Is it a success 
or a failure, this feed grain pro­ 
gram of the Kennedy administra­ 
tion's? 
The answer depends on what 
standards of 
measurement 
one 
uses. 
After hemg in, etfect for six 
months, the program is coming 
under severe attack from R epub­ 
licans and the American Farm 
Bureau They call it a miserable 
failure. 
The Democrats appear honestly 
proud ot the way the program 
lia« worked out thus far and they 
call it successful. 
One thing does appear certain. 
It is that for the first time in 
years the government’s bulging 
corn stocks will not increase, and 
probably can Ire reduced. This is 
a direct result of the feed grain 
program, which went into effect 
last March. 
But what is it costing the gov­ 
ernment to achieve this? The an­ 
swer appears to be 
$760.000.000 
in payments to farmers for not 
growing corn. 
What makes it almost impossi­ 
ble to judge the success of the 
program is that no one will ever 
bo able to determine with any 
real accuracy just how much the 
government would have had to 
pay out if the program had not 
been adopted 
As of the first of October, the 
1961 corn crop was officially esti 
mated at 3.5 billion bushels 
This
